to faint, 
break down and do many other queer 
things, and there are even on record 
several cases of people who have died 
through this horrible seizure. 
Some years ago a young novice who 
was to appear for the first time ar­ 
rived at the theater very white and 
shaky. 
Brandy being given him, he 
appeared slightly better, but no sooner 
had lie set his foot on the stage than 
he clapped his hand to his heart, with 
a low cry, and fell down dead. 
The 
overwhelming 
sensation 
induced 
by 
stage frigid had attacked his heart, 
and bis theatrical career ended thus 
even at its l«*ginning. 
Quite as ghastly was the case of the 
young amateur actress who, strangely 
enough, had never experienced stage 
frigid when playing with her fellow 
amateurs, but w ho was seized with the 
attack on m aking her first professional 
appearance. 
She went through the 
scene aided by the prompter, her eyes 
glazed, lier hands rigid, and when the 
exit came it proved lier exit from life’s 
stage as well as the mimic boards, for 
she staggered to her dressing room and 
fell Into a comatose state, from which 
she never recovered.

care they received oil as fast as they 
wasted it (as in those which we cab 
fountain inkhorns or fountain ixmsi. 
They never wanted, nor were ever 
glutted, and so kept always burning

body physician was called frequently 
to

room during

night. 
Sunday morning the patient arose 
at his usual hour but he was not able 
to attend the divine service that had 
been arranged and 
consequently tho 
moss was not said. 
In spite of the doctor’s advice the 
emperor insisted upon receiving the 
heads of his civil and military cabi­ 
nets. General Bolfras, his aide de camp, 
stayed with him for an hour. 
At the 
end of this i n t e r v ie w his majesty was 
somewhat fatigued. 
The doctors found that Hie catarrh 
was slightly better, but 
the patient 
still has fits of violent, dry coughing.

WILL MEET IN WASHINGTON 


Republican National Com m ittee to De­ 
cide Upon Convention City. 
Washington, Oct. 21.—The Republi­ 
can national committee will meet In 
this city Dec. 6 and 7 for the purpose 
of deciding upon the place and time 
for holding the next Republican na­ 
tional convention. 
FYirmal announcement lo this effect 
was made Sunday night by Harry S. 
New, acting chairman of the Repub­ 
lican national committee. 
Acting Chairman New who arrived 
here Sunday held a conference with 
Elm er Dover, secretary of the com- : 
mittoe, when the time for holding tho 
meeting 
of the committee 
was de­ 
cided upon. 
The official call for the 
meeting will be issued within a day 
or two. 
According to Mr. New, a number of 
cities have made formal al ineation to 
secure the next 
convention, among 
them being Chicago, Kansas City, St 
Louis, Denver, Seattle, Atlantic City 
and Pittsburg. 
From Milwaukee and St. Paul also 
have come inquiries as to their pros­ 
pects for securing the convention, hut 
Mr. New said that at this time he was 
not committed to any particular city. 
“The next convention is going to at­ 
tract a larger number of people than 
have 
heretofore attended,” 
said Mr. 
New, "and there are four considera­ 
tions to be taken into account in de­ 
ciding upon a place for holding the 
convention. 
The first is the accessi­ 
bility of the town. 
It must possess 
adequate 
transportation 
facilities; 
second, it must have ample first-class 
hotel accommodations; third, it must 
provide a good hall, sufficient in size 
and susceptible of being arranged for 
the accommodation of the convention, 
and further it must possess adequate 
facilities for the distribution of news."
